Ih spite of these: facts; however, the Mayor of 
Rome, doubtless, following the example of higher 
governmental authority, protects the consumers 
of the city by fixing a limit beyond which prices 
cannot go. 

In the United States, where the war has cre- 
ated a SURPLUS of foodstuffs; avericions' pack- 
ers, provision dealers, jobbers and trusts have 
taken advantage of the psycology of the war 
situation to squeeze the consumer regardless of 
the law of supply and demand. 

There should be enacted immediately an emer-

W force a fair scale of prices on necessaries, and 
authorizing the prompt confiscation of all goods 
for which exortionate prices are charged; and
